REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
application has a distinguishable feature, "if a pixel ... wherein specific facial features ... 
wherein said plural correction items comprise skin color correction, red-eye color 
correction, teeth color correction, and hair color correction," that is different with the 
prior art cited in PTO-892 form. The closest reference to application, US 5,490,245, 
does not encompass the feature of the application discussed above. US 5, 490,245 
does have a feature that can select facial feature areas, but the color is not corrected or 
changed by pointing out the pixel using the cursor. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

2. The rejection to claims 1-10, 12-14 and 16-20 is withdrawn; claims 1-10, 12-14 
and 16-20 are allowed.
